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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 1 -21 are allowed. Considering claim 1 1 , the prior art does not teach a 
method for operating an injection valve the method which comprises: biasing the 
actuator with a bias voltage having polarity opposing a preferred polarity of the actuator, 
to thereby cause a preliminary contraction of the actuator and a corresponding increase 
in a height of the hydraulic bearing. 

2. Considering claim 21 , the prior art does not teach a method for operating an 
injection valve the method which comprises biasing the actuator with a bias voltage 
having a sign opposite a sign of the drive voltage to thereby contract the actuator and to 
increase a height of the hydraulic bearing, the bias voltage having a value below a 
voltage causing a change in a polarity of the actuator.
